forth in this statement aud involving

the last year, it is conceded that the 
action of Mr. Barber is a most dam- 
aging confession as to the financial 
condition of the Diamond Match com- 
pany."

When the resolution had been read, 


Editor Huber, the statesman from the 
Seventh ward, took the floor. Mr. 
Hnber had been chosen fay the caucus 
to present their reasons for the change. 
Mr. Hnber moved that the resolution 
pass. This was seconded by Mr. Neill. 


Editor Hnber then proceeded to un- 


burden himself of the speech he spent 
the greater part of Wednesday in pre- 
paring. 
Ho had some very specious 


arguments. 
He said, in effect, that he 


and the majority of council had discov- 
ered that there was a law on the statute 
books of tho state which made it 
mandatory on them to arrange for a 
police court. 
If they did not pass the 


resolution and give the people a chance 
to vote for the matter, they would be 
violating their oaths to support the 
constitution and enforce he laws of the 
state. 
Mr. Huber elaborated on this 


idea at length, triumphantly showing 
how he and his friends had no option 
in the matter. 


But, alas for human expectations 


City Solicitor Woodrow knocked Ha- 
ber's specious reasoning out in the first 
round by saying that it is not manda- 
tory on council to establish a police 
courb. 
They could do as they pleased. 


Mr. Wocdrow produced the law.

Mr. Huber, if the people will vote for 
a police court, conucil will proceed to 
abolish about half the offices in 
the 


city. 
That is, they intend to; whether 


or not they will, is a different ques- 
tion. 


Mr. Huber denied that conncil had 


any designs on the present mayor and 
marshal, but they were actuated by a 
desire to advance the interests of the 
city. 
He then proceeded to wade into 


the mayor and marshal, accusing them 
of collecting costs only and letting fines 
go. 
He said there was over §>a,000 


in fines on the mayor's books which 
were guaranteed by reliable men. hut 
that no effort had been made to collect 
them. 
Why? 
Because the mayor's 


and marshal's costs had been paid to 
them. 


Mayor Row here denied that such 


was the case, but Mr. Huber insisted 
that it was true and said that with a 
salaried police judge, flues, as well as 
costs, would be collected. 


Mr. Labold followed Mr. Hnber. By 


a game of addition, subtraction and 
talking, he figured out a net gain to the 
city of over $000 a year by the new 
deal. 
He said $600 would be saved by 


abolishing the office of day policeman 
and making the chief of police do this 
work. 
He forgot to explain that this 


same council thought the day police- 
man was n necessity about a year ago. 


Mr. Osborne wanted to know where 


he was "at." 
Was council going to 


the people on the plea that they had to 
establish the court, or on the plea of 
economy? If they went ahead as they 
expected to, on the plea that it was 
mandatory, they would make 'them- 
selves the laughing-stock of the people, 
because plainly they could do as they 
pleased. 
We must nave a, new excuse, 


argued Mr. Osborne. 
Then ho pro- 


ceeded to find the excuse. "It is very 
evident to me," said he, "that we 
must say that it is to the best interests 
of the people and go before the voters 
with this statement. 
I do cot believe 


it is mandatory. 
Following out this 


economy idea, Mr. Osborne said that 
the police court would have final juris- 
diction in all misdemeanors. 
This 


would prevent many cases from being 
carried up and entailing costs on the 
people. 
The accumulative expenses 


of carrying up these cases would more 
than pay the salaries of the new offices. 
The jurisdiction of the police court ex- 
tended for a period of four miles about 
the city. 


Mr. Winter spoke briefly in favor of 


the resolution. 


Mr. Huber was sadly disappointed 


because his "mandatory idea" had been 
mocked out. 
He would never have 


considered the proposed change if he 
hadn't thought conncil had no option 
n the matter. Mr. Huber felt so badly

would not consent.

")iy boy bo could lay bunds on; ho ran 
uway from home; be led companies of 
peasant children against other compa- 
nies; bo was tho terror of the neighbor- 
hood and tho ugliest page as ho be- 
came "the ugliest knight iu France. " 
This was the boyhood of a groat mili- 
tary genius; the boyhood it was of a lit- 
tle savago. 


Scott's childhood was noisy. Ho yell- 


| ed old poems at the top of bis voice. He 
loved the lonely hills. Ho read forever, 
when ho was not wandering alone, and 
ho remembered anything that bo read. 
He was a dreamer, a teller of romances 
to himself. He delighted iu fighting, as 
did Keats. He studied everything ex- 
cept bis books. His enthusiasm for po- 
etry made a lady recognize him for a gen- 
ius at the age of 6, but bis father 
thought ho would end aa a strolling fid- 
dler. 


Napoleon, again, was sullen, lonely, 


a dreamer, and always "spoiling for a 
fight,'' like Du Guescliu. 


Unluckily, sulleu, dreamy, pugna- 


cious boys are not at all uncommon. 
They do not become Scotts—not that he 
was sullen—nor Du Guesclius nor Na- 
poleons nor Byrons—for Byron, too, 
was a passionate, lonely, morbid kind 
of boy, with terrible fits of temper. His 
earl3r poems were trash. 


Shelley's early poems were trash. 


Scott's were as almost any clever school- 
boy can write, and there is no promise 
at all in Tennyson's "Poems by Two 
Brothers. "—Andrew Lang iu North 
American Review.

The price fixed 
was 11,000,000 francs, of which 0,000,- 
000 were paid the next day in gold from 
the royal treasury.

SENATE IS POROED TO ADJOURN. 


After a Brief1 Parliamentary Contest tho 


Friends of the Fnnunis Measure Fiiul 
They Are Unable to Hold a Quorum 
•ml. Give Up the Attempt to Sit Out 
"the Obstruction. 


Washington, Feb. 4.—After a brief 


parliamentary struggle in the senate 
the friends of the Nicaragua canal bill 
•were unable to hold a quorum and sit 
out the obstruction to that measure. 


Mr. Vilas (Dem., Wis.) had contin- 


ued his speech in opposition, this be- 
ing his third successive day. At 4:30 
p. m. a crossfire of motions to adjourn 


• and calls of the senate began. 
The 


friends 
of the bill resisted adjourn- 


ment, while the opposition sought to 
close the session and give Mr. Vilas a 
rest from his protracted effort. 


The parliamentary contest contin- 


ued at intervals for half an hour when 
all business was suspended by the ab- 
sence of a quorum and refusal to ad- 
journ. The friends of the bill finally 
gave up hope of securing a quorum 
and yielded to an adjournment. Mr. 
Vilas continues to hold the floor. 


In his remarks he asserted tha/t the 


Clayton-Bulwer treaty 
was in 
full 


force and that the American people 
would insist upon a full and honorable 
adherence to its terms. 


The senate agreed to house resolu- 


tion fixing Feb. 10 for the ceremony of 
counting the vote for president and 
vice president before the two 
houses 


of congress. 


When the two Allen resolutions 


questioning the powers of the execu- 
tive to foreclose the government liens 
against the Pacific roads were taken 
up, Mr. Thurston (Rep., Neb.) spoke. 


He argued that the uniform opinion 


of the courts had been that the gov- 
ernment Hen was limited strictly 
to 


the precise lines on which guarantee 
bonds had been issued, and that the 
Thurman act did not extend this lien 
beyond the original lines of the Union 
and Central Pacific roads. This, he 
held, took the Omaha bridge, ap- 
proaches, terminals, etc., outside of 
the original government lien. 


The obligation to the government 


reached $53,000,000, and it was pro- 
posed by the present negotiations to 
pay upset price of between $45,000,000 
and ?4G,000',000. 


Mr. Thurston said there were only 


two propositions from which to -make 
a choice, one was to realize a larger 
per cent of the government's claim 
the other to invest more of the peo- 
ple's money in fully acquiring a roai 
presumably for the purpose of govern- 
ment ownership and operation. 


Mr. Thnrston dcmbted whether con- 


gress could now create a new Federa 
Union Pacific railroad, owing to the 
laws of several of the states prohibit 
ing the operation of railways by othe: 
than domestic corporations. 


Mr. Thurston gave way at 2 p. m. to 


the Nicaragua canal bill. This occa 
stoned a brief flurry, showing the anx 
lety to advance various measures. 


Mr. Morgan, in charge of the Nica 


ragua canal bill, gave notice of his ac 
ceptance of the amendments offeree 
by Mr. Teller. Mr. Vilas then resume 
his .speech opposing the bill and ad 
Journment followed for lack of a quo- 
rum.
